Prince Lobanoff-Bostovsky, Min- 
ister of F oreign Aff airs, Dies 

While Traveling From Vienna to Kieff 
in the Company of the Czar. 



Londox, Sept 1.— Nothing has oc- 
curred in the diplomatic world for 
many a day that has created so much 
excitement as the news of Prince 
Lobanoff's death. A dispatch to the 
Telegraph from Kieff says that Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovski, Russian minister 
of foreign affairs, died suddenly 
while traveling from Vienna to that 
place. The prince was in the com- 
pany of the czar nt the time of his 
death, and his demise was wholly with- 
out warning. 




The news of the death of Prince Lo- 
banoff-Rostovski has caused consterna- 
tion throughout Russia, where the per- 
sonality of tho minister of foreign af- 
fairs was considered to be second only 
to the czar himself. Frinco Lobanoff- 
Rostovski pursued a strong foreign 
policy— a policy which was regared as 
threatening the peace of the world. 

* his keeping largely rested the 
peace of Europe. History will prove 
him to have been one of the greatest 
foreign ministers that ever lived. Ln- 
der his guidance, Russia has always 
secured the best of an international 
deal. In the Orient he has beaten the 
ablest men of Europe. The Chinese 
concessions to Russia demonstrate his 
power, tact and judgment. 

St. Petersburg. Aug. 31.— In conse- 
quence of the sudden death of Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovski the czar has sum- 
moned M. Chickine, the ch ef of the 
Russian foreign offices, to Kieff.
